Part I is a review of ‘‘Book I,’’ but with every ‘‘Parts of 
Speech’’ something new is introduced ; as, the ‘‘Classes of Nouns,”’’ 
the ‘‘Voices of Verbs,’’ and the ‘‘Comparison of Adjectives.’’ 
Part II introduces the ‘‘Adjective Modifiers,’’ and Part III the 
‘*Adverbial Modifiers.’’ Part IV brings the ‘‘Conjunction’’ and 
**Interjection,’’ and the ‘‘Classes of Sentences.’’—The fact that 
many children conclude their studies with this book, induced the 
committee to adopt its present form. In the ‘‘Composition Exer- 
cises’’ as well as in the ‘‘Letter Exercises,’’ several different meth- 
ods are suggested.

Comparison of Adjectives. 


There are three degrees 
of comparison, the positive, the comparative, and the superlative.

REVIEW OF DEFINITIONS. 


PARTS OF SPEECH. 

Words are divided into eight classes, called Parts of Speech. 
The Parts of Speech are the Noun, the Verb, the Pronoun, the Ad- 
jective, the Preposition, the Adverb, the Conjunction, and the Inter- 
jection. 

I. A noun is the name of a person or thing. Ex.: House, James. 
There are two kinds of nouns, common and proper. 
A. A common noun is a general, or class, name. Ex.: Mer- 
chant, baby, dog, ete. 
B. A proper noun is a special, or individual, name. 
Ex.: Herbert, James Watts, Chicago. 


IT. A verb tells what the subject does or what is done to it. 
Ex.: saw, chirp. 
Verbs are divided into two classes, transitive and intransitive. 
1. A transitive verb is one that requires an object to com- 
plete the sense. Ex.: Columbus discovered America. 
2. An intransitive verb is one that does not require an ob- 
ject to complete the sense. Ex.: Mary sleeps. 
A. Voice. Verbs have two voices, active and passive. 
a. The active voice shows what the subject does. 
Ex.: The duck swims. 
b. The passive voice shows what is done to the 
subject. Ex.: The cellar is dug. 
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B. Tense. Tense means time. Verbs have three prin- 
cipal tenses, the present, the past, and the future. 
a. A verb is in the present time when it denotes 
time present. Ex.: Chimneys smoke. 
b. A verb is in the past time when it denotes 
time past. Ex.: Stars appeared. 
c. A verb is in the future time when it denotes 
time to come. Ex.: Bees will hum. 


III. A pronoun is a word used instead of a noun. Ex.: I, me. 


A. I, he, she, it, we, you, and they are called personal pro- 
nouns. They are the first, second, or third person.

IV. An adjective is a word that qualifies or limits a noun or pro- 
noun. There are two classes of adjectives, qualifying and 
limiting. 

A. Qualifying adjectives show how a thing is. Ex.: The 
house is high. 
Qualifying adjectives may be compared. There are 
three degrees of comparison, the positive, the compara- 
tive, and the superlative. 
a. The positive degree expresses the simple quality. 
Ex.: high, thin. 
The comparative shows that one object possesses 
a quality in a higher degree than the positive. 
Ex.: Honey is sweeter than sugar. 
The superlative expresses a quality in the highest 
degree. Ex.: The pine is the tallest tree. 
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B. Limiting adjectives limit a noun. They are divided into 
three classes: articles, numeral adjectives, and pro- 
nominal adjectives. 

a. The articles are ‘‘a’’ or ‘‘an,’’ and ‘‘the.’’ ‘‘A,’’ 
or ‘‘an,’’ is called the indefinite article, and ‘‘the’’

the definite article. ‘‘A’’ is used before consonant 
sounds, and ‘‘an’’ before vowel sounds. 
Numeral adjectives express number. 
1. Cardinal numerals denote how many. Ex.: one, 
two, three. 
Ordinal numerals denote what order. Ex.: first, 
second, third. 
C. Pronominal adjectives are pronouns used as limiting ad- 
jectives. Ex.: Some, many, each, other, etc. 
V. A preposition is a word which joins a noun or pronoun to 
some other word, showing the relation. Ex.: of, at, with, etc. 
VI. An adverb modifies a verb, an adjective, or some other adverb. 
There are adverbs of time, adverbs of place, and adverbs of 
manner. 
A. An adverb of time tells when something is done. 
Ex.: daily, yesterday, etc. 
B. An adverb of place tells where something is done. 
Ex.: here, there, yonder, etc. 
C. An adverb of manner tells how something is done. 
Ex.: merrily, bravely, wisely, ete. 
VII. A conjunction is a word that connects sentences or the parts 
of sentences. Ex.: and, or, because, etc. 


VIII. An interjection expresses an emotion. Ex.: O, ah, ete. 


ADJECTIVE MODIFIERS. 


adjective modifier may be: 


A qualifying adjective. Ex.: The white snow melts. 


A limiting adjective. Ex.: Seven days area week. Friday 
is the sivth day. Many children were skating. 

A possessive pronoun. Ex.: My mother gives me bread. 
A possessive noun. Ex.: The boy’s cap fits. 

A prepositional phrase. Ex.: A bath in the lake is re- 
freshing. 

A phrase is a group of words without subject and predicate. 
A noun in apposition. Ex.: Robert Fulton, an inventor, 
built the first steamboat. 
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ADVERBIAL MODIFIERS. 


The adverbial modifier may be: 
1. The object. The object is a noun or pronoun that com- 
pletes the sense of the transitive verb. 
A. The object may be a noun. Ex.: Cain killed Abel. 
B. The object may be a personal pronoun. Ex.: John 
struck him. 
An adverb of time, place, or manner. Ex.: The paper is 
published daily. I saw him there. He sleeps soundly. 
An adverbial phrase, telling time, place, or manner. 
Ex.: The bat flies about at night. The sleigh speeds over 
the snow. The sun rises in his glory. 


SENTENCES. 


A sentence is a thought expressed in words. 
A simple sentence consists of one subject and one predicate. 


1. The subject is that of which something is said. Ex.: The 
boy reads. 
The predicate is that which is said of the subject. Ex.: The 
girl knits. 


Sentences are divided into four classes: Declarative, interroga- 
tive, imperative, and exclamatory. 

A. A declarative sentence declares something. Ex.: The girls 
are diligent. 

B. An interrogative sentence asks a question. Ex.: Is it cold? 

C. An imperative sentence expresses a command or request. 
Ex.: Edwin, open the window. Give me a penny. 
An exclamatory sentence expresses an exclamation. 
Ex.: How pleasant is the morning!

Sabbaths und einen Kurs von Sonntag-Abend-Vorlefungen iiber jiidijde Themata; 
eine Nachtidule, ein Nahinftitut und eine religidfe Unterridtsanftalt mit zirfu- 
lierender Bibliothek find die Crgebnifje der Thatigkeit des Kongils in Denver. Jn 
St. Paul und Des Moines wurden indujtrielle Sdulen ins Leben gerufen 2c. 
Viele Frauen, die in fleineren Ortjdhaften wohnen und von jiidifcen Gejelljdaften 
ifoliert Daftehen, haben fich der ihnen nadft lieqgenden angejdloffen. 

Ob der Shulmeijter zur Zidtiguug widerfpenftiger Sdhiler die Rute brau- 
chen Darf, ift eine Frage, die von Vielen verneint wird.
